TAREE SHOT IN STRIKE RIO? 


Man and Wife, Nonunion Gar- 
ment Workers, Held. 


ATTACKED, THEN HE FIRES. 


Husband Asserts He Was Defending 
Himself and Companion. 


Vincent Belleno and his wife, Mrs. Anna 
Belleno, nonunion garment workers, are 
under arrest at the Chicago avenue police 
station charged with shooting three men. 
Two of the wounded in the shooing are re- 
ported to be in a serious condition. The 
shooting took place at West Oak and Larra- 
bee streets shortly before noon yesterday. 

The street at the time was filled with 
pickets and other strikers, who were just 
coming from a meeting in a hall at West Oak 
street and Milton avenue. 

Belleno and his wife, who reside at 5206 
West Chicago avenue, are employed by the 
International Tailoring company. They were 
waiting for a street car, according to the 
story they told the police, when half a dozen 
strikers ran up to them and began to abuse 
them. 

Belleno said that they struck his wife and 
himself and that they were in danger of being 
killed when he fired half e dozen shots from 
his revolver. He said that he did not aim at 
anybody, but tried to frighten his aseailants 


awey. 
Riot Follows the Shooting. | 

The shooting precipitated a riot in which 
500 men and women joined. Beileno and his 
wife were trying to work their way out of 
the crowd when Policeman Germanson of 
the Hudson avenue police station arrived and 
took them into a saloon, 

The saloon is owned by George Gabler 
and John Kiaity, both of whom had been 
wounded by bullets from Belleno’s revolver. 
Another victim of the shooting, Albert Al- 
liota, lay on the sidewalk outside. German- 
eon sent in a riot call to beth the Chicago 
avenue and Hudson avenue police stations, 
and two wagonloads of policemen arrived 
and dispersed the mob. 

While the trouble was at its height a dozen 
or more shots were fired by persons in the 
crowd, and the police expect to make more 
arrests. 

Gabler’s wounds consisted of a bullet 
wound in the left hand and another in the 
left side of his chest. He was attended to 
at his home, 916 Larrabee street. Kliaity 
was shot in the right wrist and In the right 
shoulder. Albert Alliota, 1111 Gault court, 
the third man wounded, was shot in the right 
wrist and stabbed in the right shoulder, back, 
and neck. He was taken to the Pasgavant 
hospital.

What effect the outcome will have eventual- 
ly om the discipline in the navy is a matter 
of some concern.

The opinion was expressed, however, that It 
lay within the province of the Brazilian gov- 
ernment alone to subdue the rebels, and that 
if the warships should encounter naval ves- 
gels of other nations on the high seas such 
foreign ships would 2. no right to inter- 
tere. 

W. Bourke Cockran said he doubted If there 
was any precedent for action. 

„The rebellious Brazilians,’’ he said, are 
not pirates. The essence of piracy. lies in 
robbery, and 80 long as they keep the peace 
and do not menace the lives or property of 
foreigners they are merely rebels against 
their own government. 

„Neither this nor any other nation can in- 
terfere in a revolution. The cause of the 
rebels may be a just one, a revolt against 
tyranny; at least it is not for a foreign na- 
tion to sit in judgment.

The administration Goes not propose, 
indeed has congress contemplated, that he 
ordinary government receipts, which include 
customs, internal revenue, and miscellane- 
ous, should bear the burden of cana! expendi- 
tures. Congress authorixd, in all, an Issue 
of Panama bonds amounting to $375,200, 980. 
Of these the government has sold to date 
securities drawing 2 per cent interest which 
brought into the treasury $87,810,000 


Redeposited by the Banks. 

These bonds are elightly above par, and 
practically the entire lesue has been rede- 
posited in the treasury by the national banks 
to secure circulation or deposits of public 
moneys. The remainder of the bonds, which 
the government may issue if it sees fit, un- 
doubtedly could be put upon the market 
above par, since the secretary of the treasury 
is authorized to fix their interest rate at ae 
high as 3 per cent. , 

But the sale of bonds with a higher rate of 
interest would mean that the 2 per cents out- 
standing would be depressed and the banks 
would face a heavy loss in an attempt to 
dispose of them in addition to the sum of 
$25,000,000 they already have lost. 

Secretary MacVeagh was urged last winter, 
in view of the expected deficit, to make an 
issue of Panama bonds, but He declined to 
do so, and the result of his wise decisfon was 
that the government got along with enough 
of the treasury balance to do business and 
with no increase of the public debt. 


To Prevent Loss by Holders. 
In order to prevent any loss by holders of 
2 per cent bonds consequent upon another 


{ issue, he recommended that the tax on bank 


circulation should be continued at the rate of 
one-half of 1 pet cent per annum for circula- 
tion based on 2 per cent bonds, but that the 
tax on circulation secured. by gevernment 
bonds bearing rates of interest higher than 
2 per cent should be increased in exact pro- 
portion to the increase in the rate of interest 
above 2 per cent. 

Thus the tax on circulation secured by 24, 
per cent bonds would be 1 per cent per annum 
and by 8 cent bonds 1% per cent per 
annum. Such legisiation would complete 
the availability of the Panama bonds au- 
‘thorized. 

The indebtedness of the Panama canal to 
the general fund in the treasury now amounts 
to $183,400,000, The drain upon the general 
revenue will continue unless the settlement 
of this account should be begun by the pay- 
ment of the cost of the canal from the pro- 
ceeds of bonds 

Canal Cost to Be $375,000,000. 

Tt is estimated the cost of the ditch will be 
in the neighborhood of $375,000,000, leaving 
about $155,000,000 still to be disbursed. The 
remainder of the bonds authorized but not 
yet issued is $290,600,000, and that will be 
sufficient not only to complete the great 
waterway but to reimburse the general fund 
of the treasury and thus to put upon the next 
generation, where it belongs, the share it 
should carry of the coast of the canal. 

It is extremely doubtful if congress will 
grant the legislation Secretary MacVeagh 
is anxious to obtain, and the government 
therefore, in all probability, will have to re- 
sort to authority to use a part of the postal
